PLENTY OF VENISON 


BUT FEW SEEM TO WANT IT 


Whatever Dublin people may do 
about the deer in the Phenix Park, 
tho one thing which they seem de- 
termined not to do is to eat them. 
So far the · contractor who has under- 
taken the killing of some 600 of 
and who has invited ofters 
for the deer, has only had 66 in- 
quiries. Of these, about 60 were 
from people who wanted young deer 
to keep as pets, and the remainder 
were from people who were in- 
terested in venison—mostly in a 
vague way. 

The venison inquiries included one 
rom a well-known Dublin club, one 
from a hotel, and only one from a 
butcher. The remainder were from 
people who said they might take a 
small cut of venison, but these offers 
the contractor had to turn as 
he is only dealing in whole deer. 

The. average deer . carcase is 
reckoned to weigh around 60lb., with 
the entrails taken out and the <ar- 
case cleaned. One of this weight 
could be secured for about £2 

The inquiries about young deer 
wanted as pets came from such 
pene as Ballyshannon, Banbridge, 
Cells, Athy, Shillelagh, and Ennis, 
to name only a few. The contractor 
has not been able to give a definite 
answer to these inquiries, as he does 
not yet know the cost of catching, 
crating, and freighting the young 
deer to their. destination: 

A Dublin master butcher, when 
asked about the lack of demand for 
venison, said that the people were 
probably afraid of not being able to 
cook it properly. His own firm, a 
few years ago, had bought deer car- 
cases from a Wicklow deer owner, 
amd aot found the meat very difficult 
to sell.
